"Ethics are the most important of 
all Philosophical Sciences" declared 
Professor Maclennan of tite Depart- 
ment of Philosophy. Dr. Maclerjiaa 
will speak on the topic "Science and 
Ethics" at a meeting under the aus- 
pices of the Biological Society. 
"Ethics is, in a sense, the most im- 
portant of all the philosophical 
sciences," said the guest speaker at 
an interview. "Becaus* of the pres- 
ent political situation, and the in- 
ternational problems which sur- 
round us. the science of Ethics has 
assumed an importance of no mean 
practical value." 

The meeting is scheduled to take 
place on the evening of Thursday, 
March 7tb, at 8.13 o'clock in the 
R.V.C. Common Boom. 

Ethics have played a great part 
ir. iir.provi.ng social condit;or.s and 
in giving people a better under- 
standing of the natural laws of 
health and heredity. The great 
•j'ouble with the world today, ac- 
cording to Professor Maclennan. is 
that the results of science have been 
misused, and that our moral w:3- 
dom has not kept pace with our in- 
tellectual development Science can 
contribute a much better under- 
standing of the natural basis of life, 
but '.hit contribution to be of great- 
est value to mankind, must be 
guided by some standard of ethics, 
he thought. 

In the course of his discussion, 
Professor Maclennan will outline 
the ideas presnted by one or two 
lecout papers written by scientists 
who have tried lo introduce scien- 
tific result,-, into Ethics. The authors 
of these tracts have debated the 
possibilities of establishing a science 
or Ethics, just as we have establish- 
ed the Natural Sciences. "It would 
I'.^t be on '«^e .j.ime b.usis m the 
Natural Science.^, such a.-; Biolvgv 
or PhvsIC^. b--'c.iUiie problenii of 
Ethics are fundamentally of a philo- 
sophical nattire," said Professor 
Maclennan. 

The floor will be thrown open 
for di-scusiion after the leciure. and 
the Society e.\tends a. cordial iiiviia- 
tion to all who wish to attend.

At the Kingston Convention, vari- 
ous Students and Interne problems 
were discussed. A report on stu- 
dent health was submitted by a 
committee from the University of 
Manitoba. The University of Tor- 
onto reported on the formation of 
an Interne Board to facilitate the 
appointment of foternes to hos- 
pitals. This does not apply to Mc- 
Gill l.'r.:versi:y as much as to other 
Canad;a.i Colleges, for McGill 
supervises ù-.e placing of its medi- 
cal students m hospitals, but many- 
other colleges do not 

The committee of Lateme Wel- 
fare, composed of delegates from. 
McGill and the University of Mont- 
real, reported their findings on this 
subject resulting :i-om a question- 
naire which the McGill Society cir- 
culated. The report of the Publi- 
cations Committee was considered 
and it was decided ùar. -j.e Associa- 
tion -A-ouid eventually put out its 
own publication or. i'.s activities. la 
the meanwhile, the Undergraduate 
Journal of the University of To- 
ronto agreed to publish a full re- 
port of the Convention just held at 
Queen's University. 

The .-Association resolved to take 
steps in an effort to reduce the Do- 
minion Council Examination Fee, 
and to make the examinations less 
burdensome by reducing their num- 
! ber. The report of Co-operative 
I Book and Instrument Committee 
wai presented, and it wai an- 
nounced tltat the University of 
Western Ontario has already set up 
one of these Co-operatives.

tustling waiters, after-dinner speakers, and 
Axtsmen. . . . They may remember the ad- 
dress o: thf cur.-: of honour. Sir Edward 
Beatty, while some may retnember the un- 
usual manner in which Dean Woodhead 
introduced Sir Edward. 

Two attempts — one in 193S and one 
last year — ^to continue the Banquet tradi- 
xion were both unsuccessful, the first owing

DICTATORSHIP IN THE MODERN' 
WORLD, cditcvi by Guj- Stanton Ford. Unlvcr- 
»lt^• of Minnesota Press, 193.1, pp. ."62. 

This book if unusual m that though it i.« a 
symposium, tJic c.intnbutioii.^ are nearly all o( 
high quslit;.-; on the other hand it suffers from 
the defect common to such compilations, that 
not all aspects of the subject arc covered with 
the yame Ihoroushncs.*;. 

The cxcoilfn; .irtk-lcf on Italy and Gfr- 
mar.v. by Hcr.ry S}>onoer and Harold Deutsch. 
presuppose an extensive knowledge, on the 
reader's part, of the past history of Mussolini 
and Hitler, and seek to give a philosophical 
background to our understanding of these gen- 
tlemen. By contrast, the articles on dictator- 
iihips m Turkey and the Far Ea.M present the 
elemer4îar>' facts in chronolosical fashion. 

Max Lemers ir.troductory essay on "The 
Paîtem of Dicutorship". though characteristi- 
cally brilliant, suffers from having been wit- 
tea a few years ago. For in it we are told that 
"in terms of purpose, ideology and tradition, 
there is between the Fascist dictatorship and 
dje dictatorship of the proletariat a deep and 
unbridgeable chasm". Since these words were 
written, there have supervened the Soviet- 
German Pact and the invasion of Finland. It 
s^-c-f that tre-nchar.; and forceful language is 
by Itself, alas, no substitute for clear thinking 
and careful ia\-esliSation of facU. But the 
body of the essay, a psycho-sociological an- 
atomy of fascism, is well worth reading. 

J. N. Hazard s article on the Soviet Union 
is a beautifully concise summary of those 
ihesnes and pretensions which, while loudly 
trumpeted from divers quarters, have never 
actiially been realized or brought into opera- 
tion by the Pagliacd of the Kremlin. And to 
this extent, Mr. Hasard's article tends to ac- 
complish an amazing feat of ob.'uscaiion, par- 
alleled only by that of the Webbs of several 
years" back. 

Fred Rippy on dictatorships in South Am- 
erica is rather unsatislaclory: a selection of 
nineteenth century dictators iî taken, rather 
arbitrarily, lor presentation to the reader, fol- 
lowed by an apologia for these gentry in term* 
of the backwardness of the countries they are 
trying to govern. This is fairly good as 
Ifer hi .: joe;: but no atlemjit is made to ex- 
pie::, co.-.temporary LaUa-American dicUlor- 
bhips, nor to show that some of them, at least, 
are toully unnecessary. Much better material 
will be found in the works of Carleton Beals. 

One of the best articles in the volume it 
by Calvin Hoover on "The Economics of Kas- 
cism." It is required readirjg for those naive 
souls who still think that Soviet Hussia and 
Nazi GewMmy represent irreconcilable econo- 
mic and political ideas.' Mr. Hoover shows that 
both stales are governed by privileged bureau- 
cracics v.-.r,icn have supirscded tlie (jW-t./nu 
capualibm and instituted j/olitics organized per- 
manently for war. 

Hans Kohn, oo the states lying between 
Germany and Ruasia, is probably too optimis- 
tic about the posjibillty of resistance lo the 
totalitarian onslaught on the part of the peren- 
nially-troubled Balkani. He pojnu out that 
internal reforms are badly needed in many 
of the small countries. 

Denis Brogan concludes the volume with 
an extremely good statement of the case for 
democracy, which disposes quite effectively of 
a number of, by now hackneyed. Mui&olinlan 
cliches. 

A number of other arlicles also appear in 
thip volume, which must, on the whole, bo 
judged s remarkably good piece ol work, con- 
sidering Its compofilc nature,

Events In England, the United Stales, Italy, 
Gerniany, Spain, Geneva, the Argentine and 
France arc all depicted with that litelike vivid- 
nefss which characterlMs all nf Philip Ouedalla's 
vviiliiiRs. Hl.s Ireatnienl of pprsimnlllles niul 
situation.*, be they adnilrablp nr nlliprwlRe, Is 
nlwnys m unbiased as may rPBsniiably be ex- 
(lected from an Intelligent writer. It Is true 
that he is more aynipalhetto toward aoine of 
the characters than toward others, but that 
is as it should be, considering that no man cnu 
WTile lnt|iartiHlly nbonl evpiil.'i wJilch have 
transpired during his own lifetime. 

A large part ot the book is devoted to a 
discussion of England and the men who were 
at the helm in lOSfl. Thus we find thé author 
painting a rather drab (bul very accurate) plc- 
ttue of Stanley Baldwin and the pari which he 
played In the course of politics both at homo 
and abivad. The Impression of a slow, pon- 
derous weight in the form of the prime mliils- 
tor is unmistakably Imposed on (he plclurlza- 
lion of ËnKland. In contra.<it, the reader Is Klvcn 
an extrrniply warm ami human do.'.cnpliiiii (if 
the m.m will! in llip i-niii'sn nf cue .vr'iir wns 
succcs.^ivfly rriiu-p of .\Valp^. Kihk l',(l\vnr<l 
VIU of England and the Duke ot Windsor. Mr. 
Guedalla seem* lo feel that the Duke ot Wlnd- 
.sor was the most scintillating personality In 
EnsU-nid before hi.s abdication, and he places 
the Kiiill for the event.-; IradlnK up lo tlial 
historic slop squarely upon Ihc shoulders of 
Stanley Baldwin. Tlie reader Is carried away 
by the pathos with which the whole episode 
is tinged. One is made to feel that the former 
king was the victim of an cnlreiichrri clique 
of mid-Victorian Englishmen headed by Earl 
•Baldwin. i 

No less polntedly-sympalhellc is the au- 
thor's treatment of the situation in the United 
States. He depicts President Poosovclt as Ihn 
only beacon liRlit in a stormy sen of "depres- 
sion" .-uid' substantiates his opinions by pointing 
out the various ills from which the Roosevelt 
administration has extricated the country. Mr. 
Roosevelt's part at the Inter-American Peace 
Conference is played up as another manifesta- 
tion of that trend toward a better American 
policy both at home and abroad. 

On the other side ot the picture are the 
rather discouraging resumes of the situations 
in Spain at the beginning of the civil war, in 
Italy and Ethiopia at the inauguration of the 
New-Italian-Empire campaign against Halle 
Selassie and in Germany on the occasion of the 
breach of all treaties and the miliUrization of 
the Rhineland, Throughout this part of the 
narrative one is impressed with the plaintive 
note which the author uses to characterize the 
decline of collective security and League of 
Nations authority. 

The style in which the author has chosen 
to set forth the events of the year 1936 is vig- 
orous, forceful and absorbing at all times. With- 
out becoming verbose Mr. GuedaUa has suc- 
ceeded to paint in words the panorama of a 
changing world in which the people who are 
eflecting the changes are indiscriminately 
thrown Into the same melting-pot with those 
who are being dragged down by these inno- 
vations. It is the story of a bewildered group 
of people carried along on the crest of the 
wave which some of their number have helped 
to create, not knowing whither they are tend- 
ing, but making their feeble, inadéquate at- 
tempts to reach the security of traditional 
policies. — L, N. P.

TAR HEEL EDITOR, by Josephus Daniels. 
University of North Carolina Press, 1030. pp. 
544. $3.50. 

As slated by the author in his foreword 
this is the first volume in a series of four, 
planned lo cover the years marked at one ex- 
treme by the Civil War, and at the other by 
the administration of Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt. The approacli is estontially por.sonal and 
provincial, for historical eveiils, war, devnsla- 
lioi), campaigns, statesmen, victory and defeat 
are treated with the same intimacy of detail 
accorded boyhood reminiscences, school pranks, 
journalistic ventures and local politics. 

Josephus Daniels was horn in the midst 
of the Civil War, and from his mother's graphie 
descripliont, was early made aware of all the 
horrors attendant on such legalized massacres, 
V/ith the death of his father in IBfl,"), Mrs. 
Daniels moved lo Wilson, North Carolina and, 
to support lierself and her family, became 
postmistress. Siie alto ran a millinery and 
dreswnaking csUtalishnient In her spare time, 
Daniels' memory of this period is very clear, 
and he vividly recalls an Incident connected 
with his early schooldays, h.iving m do wiih 
the now almost exiinci ciiiioni of declnm.iiiim. 
Each boy had lui, lurn al sjiLMluug lui, piece, 
and of ihe liiniled repertoire, the school fav- 
ourite was, 

"Oo Lmiien when the sun was low, 
All blgodless lay the iinlrodden snow. 
And dark as winter was the flow 
Of Yser, rolling rapidly." 

Easy to memorize, it gave iippi|ralleled oppor- 
tunity to roll the r's. In hc\. it was so popnlur 
thai, on one particular day, it wks the choice 
of every speaker. In sheer sclf-dcfense, ihe 
headiTiiJiHr, Profeitoi Ha^sell, was forced to 
declare It taboo. This same professor was re- 
sponsible /or encouraging, lo quite an extent, 
Daniels' Journalistic leanings. The aiilhor siiy^. 
he cannot remember a time wiieu he v.dj nùi 
in/ected wiili v..h.il OIulm Wciidell llulnu.-;, 
called ' ledd poisoiiiiis ' AI the lendci age uf 
twelve he expresaed himself oil the subject by 
reciling as follows;

Evans' Inlerprelatlon of the 
Danish Prince wbb not the ciislom- 
ary one of a man, melancholy by 
nature, who Is shocked by what has 
been done and who Is In spite of 
himself slowly becoming obsessed 
with the Idea of reveiigé. True he 
letls Horatio after having talked 
with Ihe ghost ot the king Hamlet 
not to think 111 of him for any of 
Ills subséquent actions however 
mad they may seem, And from lhal 
line Maurice Evans has taken his 
characterization of Hamlet. 

Even In the scenes in which Ham- 
lei Intltt his maddest, I'vnns rIvpf 
Iho iiiiprr.c.tioii lhal hip lliiinlpl 
liiiovv.s wlnil hp \f, doiiij: and .".aying 
and is only atlliig for the cffccl thai 
It will give. Hamlet appears to be 
a man with perfect possession of his 
fBCUllles. Another fault of Evans' 
llainlet Is the very robuslncn.-. of 
hit person. Hamlet is physically, as 
well a.-; morally, weak; as played 
last Saturday he is neither. Physi- 
cally he is the equal of any of the 
king's guard; morally he docs not 
give the Impression of indecision 
and hesilancy. Rather he gives the 
impression of a man who ha.s made 
his mhid up and who i.^ mfrely 
wailing for Ihe time lo strike. Even 
when he chances upon the mur- 
dercr-kUig at his prayers, Evan.^' 
Ilamict is coldly logical, weighing 
Ihc .idvanlagcs and disadvantages 
of killing his uncle at that time. 

Hamlol was not like lhal. Hamlet 
didn't strike then partly because o£ 
the disadvantages of killing the 
king while he was at his prayers, 
but mainly because he could not 
bring himself to strike the faUl 
blow. 

"To be or not to be" is the speech 
of a man who is contemplating self- 
destruction rather than face the 
task that he has imposed upon him- 
self. As spoken last Saturday the 
words were those of a man in full 
enjoyment of life who is calmly and 
peacefully philosizing on suicide 
and its effects. Evans gives the im- 
pression that suicide is the farthest 
from his thoughts in spite of the 
words that.he is uttering. 

As for the supporting cast Mady 
Christians lopped, them all. She 
made the role of the Queen import- 
ant, which it )s not as a rule. But 
the f(ïeling of her acting made her 
stand head and shoulders above the 
others. Polonious was not a talka- 
tive old fool as he was portrayed 
Saturday; Ophelia was madder than 
she appeared to be Saturday, and 
so it goes. 

The staging of this Hamlet is the 
best that we have seen and the 
Hamlets that have passed before 
our ken include lhal of John Gicl- 
gud whose performance is rated the 
best of modern times. 

But in spile of the faults of in- 
terpretation and acting Evans gave 
a masterful performance and one 
that will long be remembered,

and for the following forty 
minutes Of play 1 witnessed the 
worst exhibition of hockey per- 
formed by a McGill team In the 
last fo\u' years Except for oc- 
osMonal fla.vhrs o( brilli.inop in 
the lliuii ponod the exhibition 
was a pitiful sight. And witli the 
exception of one or two players, 
the teams efforts defic descrip- 
tion with the available "print- 
able" words It is difficult to 
comprehend how tli* same team 
whipp<'d Queen's with ease «nd 
broke even in the first two per- 
iods, in the game at Toronto, 
Their passing was crude and 
unpredictable and totally unex- 
cusablc. They fell to the ice »o 
often that it looked as if thoy 
had forgotten to tie up their 
shoe.^.

There must bs a reason behind 
the ssd exhibition. At the begin- 
ning of the season the team had to 
labour under two major difficulties: 
loss of several star players and 
i2) non-competition m the Senior 
Group. The first is self explana- 
tory—the team just wasn't as good 
as last year's. The lack of Senior 
Group competition prevented the 
team from developing in a smooth 
working aggregate. They had the 
possibilities but they remained un- 
developed. The team wi'Ji a meagre 
schedule of games had to face 
-American college competition in 
four games, the same number that 
they were scheduled to play against 
Queen's and Varsity. And here 
hangs a tale that bears a bit of 
critical investigation.

la every game with the 
.American colleges, since the 
begkininx of the Triple-I league 
three years ago, the McGill 
players have gone out to fatten 
their scoring averages at the 
expense of their weaker oppon- 
ec'j. Tnis was natural; but it 
didn't have bad results until 
this year. This season McGill, 
not having as good a team as in 
former years, had some trouble 
with the American colleges. It 
was found that by forcing the 
play to the fullest extent they 
could best combat the peculiar 
American hockey technique. 
The Americans not being strong 
skaters were not dangerous in 
brealc-8'.vays. Tnis bit of strat- 
egy brought results but also 
grief. This type of hockey is 
suitable against Americans but 
it would mean suicide against 
Queen's and Toronto. Thus Mc- 
Gill had to play two types of 
hockey, depending on their op- 
ponents. In other years this 
system was all right, because it 
didn't become a habit due to 
the Senior Group competition. 
But thii jear when reverting 
back to the correct system of 
hockey playing, the McGill 
team was over cautious. Against 
Toronto they were too timid in 
trying lo force tlié play. They 
showed little aggressiveness 
when on the offence, and onre 
they lost the puck, they fell 
back witn little effort. In ahort 
the team looiced as if they wére 
suffering from sn inferiority 
complex.

It is no d:.;grace to lose v.hcn a 
team p\»yi to tlie best of its abiiily. 
But on Friday night many a spec- 
tator felt thft the McGili team did 
not play the type of hockey they 
were capable of. Perhap* Ihwe
